talked against everywhere. Men speak 
of things as being as dry as a sermon, 
whereas it should be Hie mo.it augubl 
expression of the mind and soul. 

Trof. Brown then pointed out what 
(be object of the sermon was. It Is, 
he said, "the creation, mixture and 
direction of Chiistian impulse." The 
object of the sermon is to make men 
reel, and to make them feci so strong- 
ly that they will resolve, and make 
them resolve so strongly thai they will 
act. 

The sermon should be h f i csh por- 
trayal of Scripture truth ; It should 
make the truth plaiu, pleasing and 
moving. 

The speaker emphasized some of the 
other phases of a pastor's life, f'et- 
sonal visitation, he thought, was of 
Steal, value in the work of a minister, 
lie had always made it. a rule during 
his 22 years as a pastor to mane at 
least, one. thousand calls a year. A 
man could do his most effectual work 
by direct contact with his people. By 
getting closer to individuals and dl.i 
covering their needs and problems, the 
results are greater and most lasting. 

"Hand-picked fruit,' 1 he said, "la far 
ahead of merely •shaking the tree. We 
are not here lo save individuals out of 
a world, but to save Individuals in this 
world, and thus work toward Ihe sav- 
ing of the world itself as a whole." 

He spoke of other works or the min- 
ister.such as the ennobling or civic lire, 
bill besides all other things he fell 
that the rendering of ihe sermon was 
the most important single act which a 
minister has to do. It Is the peculiar 
work of the preacher. There may bo 
other men in the congregation who are 
qualified to take the minister's place 
In all but this. Here the responsibil- 
ity is upon the preac her himself, nnd 
I It is a lerrible responsibility. A man 
With 200 people to preach to .'or half 
an hour uses one hundred hours of 
lime. This is over twelve days ot 
eight hours each. Surely no man can 
have the temerity to take so much 
time without giving something or real 
worll ,* Any man guilty of a flow of 
pious twaddle would be ashamed If he 
looked al thr face or any intelligent 
bearer. The sermon should be the 
flowering forth of the grratesl and 
bes* in » man, the fullest nuibreathing 
of sympathy. To have any Influence, 
a preacher must, feel the need of tits 
audience. He must realize their wants, 
and his whole soul must go out to 
them in response. To feel the rtiai- 
lenge of the need of (be people, and to 
meet it with all a man's power— that 
is to preach. 

The man who does not reel the pull 
on his sympathies of the need of a 
people is evidently made c.r boards 
D> la something like the old advertis- 
ing sign of the wooden man with a 
pipe In his mouth In front of a tobacco 
store. lie might, glorify God selling 
real estate, but not by prrsdiing The 
sermon is thus lifted above tbr laiij,? 
or the clever and skilful performer, it

National Prohibition. 

To the Editor of The Daily: 

On Saturday last the appeal to tho 
political leaders of both parties in 
Canada was made to introduce and 
carry a prohibitory act during the war 
ami a reconstruction period of three 
years thereafter when the question of 
repeal can be submitted to the people. 

if, as pointed out on that occasion, 
a great responsibility rests on the 
leaders as well a» a great opportunity 
for Empire service, the responsibility 
of the people is none the less. 

The war expenditure in Canada dur- 
ing last year amounted lo about *T75,- 
000,1)00. For the present year this ex- 
penditure is estimated at 1225,000,000 
for an army of 200,000 men. But in 
Sir Robert L. Boi den's New Year mes- 
sage the call has gone forth for 500.- 
000 men. "What, then, will be the 
financial expenditure? It must of ne- 
cessity be much greater than the 
abovo estimate. How is Canada to 
meet this tremendous strain on her 
financial resources? 

The answer is plain— we must econ- 
omize. Every wasteful expenditure 
must be cut out. We must also strain 
every energy to increase the wealth- 
producing power of the people; 

It is estimated tha't the annual loss 
in Canada through the liquor traffic is 
about $150,000,000. By the passing of 
such an act, this great loss can to 
avoided, aud a saving to tho country 
can bo made equal to more than one- 
half of tho estimated war expenditure. 
Are the free-born citizens of Canada 
equal to this sacrifice ?— a sacrifice 
cheerfully "mudo by tho nobility and 
peasantry alike in Russia. 

Our political leaders may be willing 
to lead in this great patriotic move- 
ment, but they must be supported by 
Parliament and the people. 

What, then, is the duty of the peo- 
ple? Lot the citizens call upon the 
Senators and members to grant this 
legislation. Let every constituency 
act. Let the churches, the tempérance 
organizations, the hoards of trade, 
Canadian clubs, and other local bodies 
in each constituency make clear to 
their member their desire for such 
legislation. 

As soon as the answer of the mem- 
bcr is obtained, advise our secretary, 
so that tbo central comraitteo may 
know upon whom to rely. 

If the people of Canada arc In earn- 
est, as we believe thoy are, on this 
question, a united effort in every prov- 
ince brought to bear on our public 
representatives will produce tho de- 
sired result.

London, England. — A Whito Paper 
has been issued by the Foreign Office 
which cor.Flsts, of further correspond- 
ence between Sir Edward Grey and 
the United States Ambassador with 
regard to the treatment of British 
prisoners of war In Germany, ar.d 
which contains a defence of the meth- 
ods employed in the form of a state- 
ment by the German military authori- 
ties in reply to the allegations of 
Major Vandeleur, who escaped from 
Crefeld some twelve mouths ago. 

Many of tho specific charges ad- 
vanced were flatly denied, and the 
"bitterness against the English" was 
declared justifiable, "as wounded 
German soldiers returning trom the 
front brought back large numbers of 
English bullets with a 'dum-dum' ac- 
tion, and brutal weapons such as two- 
edged dirks (Doppeldolche)." Major 
Vandeleur's account of his treatment 
at the hands of German officers was 
denied as being "simply beyond the 
bound of possibility, baviug regard to 
the mentality, upbringing and social 
status qf the whole class of German 
officers." The circumstance that the 
British officer was made to travel in 
a cattle-truck was explained as a 
punishment for his "Ill-bred behavior" 
towards the German officers, 

Differentiation between British and 
French prisoners was tacitly admitted 
and excused on the plea that the "En- 
glish mercenaries" had "adopted a 
cunning method of warfare," and 
"bore themselves with an insolent and 
provocative mien," and tbo reason 
given for the employment of British 
prisoners on menial work was that, 
as the result of the Bystem of univer- 
sal military service, most Russian and 
French soldiers were skilled In some 
civilian trade, and could bo employed 
accordingly. The soldiers of Eng- 
land's standing paid army, on the 
other hand, had usually learned noth- 
ing, and were fit for no particular 
employ beyond the care of horses and 
farm work. They were, besides, "fre- 
quently lazy, arrogant and obstinate." 

The rest of the correspondence deals 
with complaints from numerous camps 
and includes a protest by Sir Edward 
Grey against the punishment inflicted 
on a prisoner at Zerbst, who was tied

Tho .Montreal branch of the Cana- 
dian Mining Institute has been fortun- 
ate in securing Dr. F. H. Sexton to 
give an address at their next regular 
meeting, which will be held in the 
Chemistry and Mining Building on 
Friday, January 21, at S.15 p.m. 

Dr? Sexton, who is principal of the 
Nova Scotia Technical College at Hail- 
fax, is well known throughoul tho Do- 
minion for the vevy valuable cdttcii- 
tional work ho has been carrying on, 
more especially among the mining 
community in the Maritimo Provinces. 
Ills great services to technical educa- 
tion have recently received further 
recognition in his appointment by Hie 
Government as a member of Hie Mili- 
tary Hospitals Commission, of which 
body he is the only member directly 
connected with the mining industry. 

The .Military Hospitals Commission 
is dealing largely with the problem 
which has arisen, and which as time 
goes on will become increasingly 
pressing, of finding employment for 
members of the Expeditionary Forces 
returning to Canada from active ser- 
vice. This, however, is only one part 
of the problem facing the commission. 
It is to be feared that many (though, 
one hopes, relatively few) of the men 
returning may be physically incapaci- 
tated from following their former oc- 
cupations, and plans will have to be 
made for training them in the pai- 
ticular employment for which they are 
best fitted. 

Dr. Sexton's address on Friday 
evening will deal with the work of the 
commission along these lines. In 
view of the important character and 
widespread interest of this subject, it 
has been decide.! that the meeting 
shall bo open to the public, and a spe- 
cial invitation is extended; to' till Me- 
Gill .men, both .staff and students, to 
be present.

Stockholm, Sweden — II is stated 
that the well-known Swedish factory, 
tho Stockholm Super Phosphate Com- 
pany, have recently carried out suc- 
cessful experiments with a newly in- 
vented explosive, which produces 
greater effect than any other in use 
at the present time. The new discov- 
ery, known as "causolitc," contains n 
certain quantity of ammonium por- 
chloralc, which has been subjected to 
a particular process. Trials with 
this new invention have been made at 
the Government shooting ranges, and 
httvo been attended by highly satis- 
factory îcsults. At the present tune 
the factory is capable of manufac'.ur- 
ing o.'JOO tons ot the explosive in a 
year, but several new factories are to 
bo built in the event of tho Govern- 
ment, which at tho time of writing is 
instituting further inquiries, coming 
to some definite arrangement with tho 
makers and supporting the produc- 
tion. It is believed that tho new dis- 
covery will partially revolutionize the 
manufacture of explosives. 

GERMAN" SUBMARINE HASES. 



The 'Varsity published the follow- 
ing extract from the diary of an Arts 
undergraduate, n member of No. 4 
Canadian General Hospital, University 
of Toronto: 

"October ISth. 
"I was put on police duty and 
guarded the same berth as I did al- 
most five monUis ago when we first 
landed. . .

Wc were s-./.io 
distance from them, and there were 
only twenty or less of us together, but 
wc gave them C— A— N— A— D— A and 
then on an inspiration, five ot us gave 
a "Good old Toronto." Wc did it twice 
for luck, and were a bit down when 
wo heard only Hie usual cheers in re- 
ply. Hut then a thin crackle of a 
yell could be heard occasionally, pene- 
trating because of its beat, and our 
mouths fell open and we picked out 
'What's matter with Old Mc- 
Gill?' Suddenly we were happy, 
though we could not tell you why, und 
away we went to parts unknown with 
a gladness in our hearts reminiscent 
of that same 'Good Old Toronto' hurl- 
ed across tho Stadium into the teeth 
of the Ited and While when the team 
was on tho skid. Devon: ' t! Why 
wc had hardly heard of It before, but 
there, three thousand miles away from 
home, Toronto and McGill gave their 
battle cries ,to Hjc amazement or thou- 
sands, who wero perhaps as ignorant 
of these universities as wc of this 
great naval station."

Le Havre, Franco — The Flemish 
paper. IJelglschc Standaarri, which is 
published in that portion or Belgium 
which is free from Ihe invader, gives 
details of the bombardment of the 
Belgian coast j»y the British fleet at 
Zcebruggc. The paper says that the 
successive bombardments by the Bri- 
tish have caused great damage to the 
dockyard for submarines which the 
Germans have established at that 
point, but that after each bombard- 
ment all damage is repaired. The 
paper also states that following on the 
destruction of a German submarine 
before Middclkerke by one of the Al- 
lies' aviators, it was discovered that 
the Germans possessed another base 
for submarine operations at Middel- 
kcrke, towards ltavcrsyde. 



RUSSIAN JEWS AXI> WAR. 

London — The Jewish population ot 
Poland and Western Russia has suf- 
fered severely from the present war. 
It is reported that 5^0,000 of them are 
homeless and wandering from place 
to placo without any means of sub- 
sistence. When this became known In 
London a relief committee was form- 
ed, and, in spite of the numerous oth- 
er calls, JC 50,000 was subscribed by 
members of tho Jewish community to 
help the needy. This was not nearly 
sufficient, however, and now a special 
effort is being made to raise addi- 
tional fuuds. A new and very influ- 
ential committee has been formed un- 
do*- the presidency or Mr. Leopold de 
Itothschlld, and Messrs. N. M. Roths- 
child head the new list or contributors 
with a £5,000 donation/

l.'XITT OF TEACH1XG PROl ESSMJX 

Glasgow, Scotland,— Dr. Boyd, lec- 
turer in education at the University of 
Glasgow, speaking on the subject of 
the unity and status of teachers, sa'd 
Ibat the problem before iCfm was to 
bring all sections of the prorcssion 
into one corporate body, and lo secure 
recognition and status as a proression, 
'they must lay tho foundation of a 
higher standard of qualification. The 
profession, he continued, depended for 
its strength upon its weakest mem- 
bers, and so It became them to raise 
Hie general standard of attalnmonl 
and capacity. There would bo diff.- 
culty about their status so long as 
they had members with a splendid 
academic qualification and no techni- 
cal skill at imparting thejr knowledge, 
or, on Ihe other hand, teachers who 
had I he skill, but a poor general edu- 
cation. Following the rectification or 
these defects, he claimed, if they could 
as a body be more independent or tho 
board of education than (hey had been 
in the past, they would bo able justly 
to ask, nay, tu demand, tbclr recogni- 
tion a? a real piofcsslonal body, and, 
as such, to prescribe the terms or sal- 
ary upon which they were willing to 
teach. Such an ultimatum might pos- 
sibly, he concluded, be regarded as in- 
volving strikes; he was quite prepared 
Tor the contingency, and thuught thai 
the profctslon which had not enough 
confidence and pride in itself to de- 
mand its own rivals, deserved the low 
salaries^ which it got. ' ■

FREXCH PRISONERS 15 GERMA XT 

Paris, France.— The Petit Parisien 
publishes statements with regard to 
the treatment experienced by French 
prisoners of war in Germany, the ac- 
curacy of which Is guarantee-* by 
"L'Oeuvre du Vêtement du Prisonnier 
de Guerrr." Il la not ouly the short- 
age or food which is complained or, 
but the actual ill-lrcal.ment and cruel- 
:y inflicted on tno prisoners. Tho en- 
tire subject of licatmcut of prisoners 
is to be brought up in the Cnamo-T I y 
M. Raoul Per-'H, the budget reporter. 
M. Pcrct Intends to ask the Givorn- 
nienl, to adopt a strong reciprocal at- 
titude and to treat the German prison- 
ers in France exactly as the French 
prisoners arc treated in Germany. AL 
Pcrct is of opinion that this is the 
only way by which the German Gov- 
ernment can be made lo adopt more 
humane measures. 



An interesting story of the manner 
in which the Germans wero disposed 
or in the Kamcruns is told by Hugh 
C. Warburton, Arts '11, Rhodes 
Scholar from McGill, who has just re- 
turned to his home in Charlottelown, 
P.E.I. He will spend a month in 
Charlottetown before returning to 
Africa. 

Mr. Warburton, after completing a 
splendid coilego courso at Oxford, 
whero he was one of Prince Edward 
Island's Rhodes scholars, was ap- 
pointed Assistant District Officer iu 
Muri Province, in Northern Nigeria. 
Ho went to Africa shortly after war 
was declared, aud remained there 
fourteen mouths, leaving on October 
2nd, 1915, for England, whole he ar- 
rived on November U'th. Ho remain- 
ed there till New Year's Day, when 
he set sail on the Scandinavian, laud- 
ing in St. Johu, NiB., on Monday lost. 
While in Africa ho spent rive 
mouths with the Hoops on active ser- 
vice, then he returned lo his head- 
quarters at Ibi Tor four months, and 
the remainder of the time h« was at 
Milium Bin Division. The regular 
duties of District Ollicc may be rough- 
ly divided as follows: (J) Judicial; 
(2) Treasury work; (3) General as- 
sessing or tax collection, but in addi- 
tion to these he did his "bit" against 
the enemy, being under lire from Her- 
man snipers ou a number of occa- 
sions. 

Germans Well Equipped. 

The outbreak of the war found Ihe 
Germans well equipped and well pvc- 
purcd, and they had the advantage ot 
the British at the Outset, having in- 
vaded a portion ot Nigeria. They 
were eventually driven out of dial, 
and the war was continued in (heir 
own territory. At the present time 
they are practically rounded up. and 
tho campaign will bo closed about tho 
end of March. Two British columns 
are marching west from Nigeria, two 
more from the coast, the Belgians and 
French are moving on them from East 
Belgian Congo, aud another French 
column is coming rrom tho north. 
Since coming home Mr. Warburton 
Icarus that Nyaùndo lias fallen. This 
means that the Germans arc well cor- 
ralled, njld almost all their posses- 
sions in (hat pari of Africa have pass- 
ed out of their hands. 

Mr. Warburton pays a high tribute 
to the bravery und good fighting 
qualities of the Germans. They made 
a wonderful resistance considering 
that they received no. fresh supplies 
or munitions since Hie war slurtcd. At 
Gaina, which Ihe British captured, 
there was found a splcndidly-cquip- 
ped field hospital, also a big lot of 
ammunition, and enough stores to last 
two years. Dining the riglning, riries 
and Maxims mainly were used, the 
Germans having three times as many 
of the latter as Ihe British had at the 
start. Ulcr the British got In an 
18-pounder gun, which did magnifi- 
cent work. 

The Germans had about two thou- 
sand whites in the Kamcruns, and 
several millions of blacks, from whom 
to make an army. 

Tho taking of the Kamcruns will 
relieve Germany of a territory as 
large as Germany and Italy combined.

Iillcnsburg, Wash.— A force of men 
employed by the Board of Control of 
the State University at Seattle is hcie 
preparing to transport to the upivet- 
sity u huge petrified stump of a cedar 
tree discovered in Kittitas canyon, 
says a special to tho Minneapolis 
Journal. The siiicified wood is 15 reel, 
high and 5 feet thick, aud was round 
at an elevation or l,:iu0 feet above sea 
level. Tho weight is enormous, and a 
raft will be used to float it down the 
Yakima River to a railroad stalioii. 
The stump is especially valuable as a 
museum specimen because or ils beau- 
ty, being of an almost pure yollow 
color with extremely glassy surface.

This was tho conviction tf 
General Mahon after his return from 
a tour of inspection of the French and. 
British fronts. He expressed, great ad- 
miration for the strategical and lac- 
i i va I work planned, directed and ac- 
complished by General Sarrail. Cer-«. 
tain militai y chiefs feel quite positive-" 
ly that Salonica will not have lo nn'^ 
dergo Ihe trials ot a siege. The Br|LW 
ish forces are increasing, and it >m 
! hoped that It will not be long before* 
the French forces are considerably rcy 
inforccd.

The advisability of discontinuing the 
present system uf awarding fellow- 
ships aud scholarships, substituting a 
system of loans to deserving students 
In its place, and o, having the univer- 
sity go into the publishing business 
arc mailers discussed in the report for 
1915 of Frank Dichl Fackenthal, secre- 
tary of Columbia University. 

Mr, Fackenthal doubts if fellowships 
and scholarships are the best way of 
giving aid to students. The value of 
free tuition thus awarded by Columbia 
ïasl year exceeded îlîô.OOO, Mr. Fack- 
enthal says, in part: • 

"The awards in a majority of cases 
no longer indicate extraordinary aca- 
demic merit on tho part of the recipi- 
ents. It is not possible that a given 
school or faculty always has scholars 
in the good old sense of the word, yet 
if the budget provides scholarships ror 
that school, scholars arc appointed. 

"As a result, free tuition Is eomlug 
to be looked upon as a right instead 
of a privilege or an honor, and 00 per 
ceût. or possibly more of the requests 
for information about courses include 
an enquiry about free tuition. Many 
of our scholarships arc held by stu- 
dents who could pay their tuition ir 
they had to. Still other students who 
are entirely without means of support 
make a tuition scholarship the con- 
trolling argument in ihcir decoision to 
seek a college or university education,

The passing of Thomas Lee Shevlln 
adds another name to the list of 
famous Yale football linemen who 
have died in recent years when ap- 
parently on the threshold of a busi- 
ness career as promising and brilliant 
as their gridiron record just a few 
years back. 

Four great Yale scrimniagci s, who 
won their "Y" in play since 1900, have 
died wlfhm the late decade, in P. Gor- 
don Brown, Stlllman. .las. J. Hogan 
and Shevlin. nil leaving football re- 
cords that few gridiron stars since the 
beginning of intercollegiate play have 
egualled and none can surpass. 

This quartette of giant linomen 
played game after game without In- 
jury during the. entire four years of 
their undergraduate lives, making the 
mythical All-American eleven with an 
case and regularity which left no 
doubt as to their football ability. 

Brown and Hogan were selected for 
four consecutive seasons at guard or 
tackle, while Shevlin made an end 
position three out of his four college 
years, and Stillman t»o seasons at 
tackle. 

As captain of the Yale team of 1D0Ô 
Shevlin left a record that few gridiron 
leaders can equal. His team played 
eleven games, scoring 227 points to its 
opponents' 4, The list included Wcs- 
leyan, Syracuse. Springfield, Holy 
Cross, Penn State. West Point, Co- 
lumbia, Brown, Princeton and Har- 
vard. The Tiger team was the only 
one to score on Yale that season, the 
final result being: Yale. 28; Prince- 
ton. 4; jvhlle a week later Harvard 
was defeated 6 to 0.

The regular meeting of the Chemi- 
el Society was held yesterday arter- 
uoun at S o'clock, Mr. Hall, of Mc- 
Gill University, was elected a member 
of the society. The president then 
called on Mr. W, J. Geldard to present 
his paper on "Abrasive and Refractory 
Materials." 

The speaker first described the 
manufacture of alundum abrasive and 
refractory materials. Alundum is tn 
oxide of aluminium, and occurs, in the 
crude state as bauxite. This bauxite 
is mined in the southern part of the 
United States. After being calcined, il, 
is shipped to Niagara to be converted 
into the crystalline form or alumina, 
called alundum. The bauxite is melt- 
eded in an electric furnace, and Ic 
then allowed to solidiry, The cooling 
is very carefully controlled in oidcr 
to obtain the proper type of crystals. 
The large ingots of alundum arc then 
broken up and divided into three 
grades of different degrees of purity. 
The material is then graded by screen- 
ing and washing. It Is then mixed 
with water and some form of bonding 
material, sucb as brick day or fiio 
clay. The exact nature of this bond- 
ing material is a trade secret, After 
moulding, the articles are allowed to 
partly dry, and are then cut. to shape 
on potters' lathes. Tbey are Ihe.i 
burned in kilns for from five days In 
eight weeks. After burning they are 
turned to the proper dimensions on 
special lathes equipped with very hard 
steel cutting tools. Alundum crucibles 
are made in the same manner, but 
only the very best grade of alundum 
Is used. Alundum has a melting polnl 
of 205'i degrees c, and alundum cru- 
cibles can be used for melting plal- 
tnum. 

The speaker then discussed the var- 
ious cat bides of silicon. The boit 
known of these Is carborundum, This 
muterial was discovered by Atchescn 
lu 18!H. It is formed in the resistance 
type of electric furnace, the materials 
being a mixture of coke, sand, sawdust 
and salt. The carbordundum Is formed 
I between I SOU dcg. C. and 22.">o dcg. (\ 
■ Above 2250 dcg. C. the carborundum 
b-gins to decompose. Chemically, car- 
borundum is silicon carbide. 

Exactly the same material fa manu- 
factured by the Norton Company un- 
der the name of "Crystallon." The 
crude crystallon \n worked into vari- 
ous shapes in exactly the same way ds 
I alundum. 

The speaker then described various 
other abrasive materials which have 
been announced from nine to Urns, 
stub as stloxicon aud silundum. 7,ir- 
conla, a new refractory material, wllh 
a melting point of 3000 des. C. was 
also described. 

At the close of the address an it.- 
tercsting discussion look place. The 
meeting then adjourned after tender- 
ing a hearty vote of thanks lo t'jc 
speaker.
